HOOKER recalled that GEORGS DE KOHRENSCHUDT 
had amended a Pollen military acadetjf and subsecuer.tly 
became a Polish Cavalry officer. 

HOOKER advised that his own family returned to the 
Uhited States in 1937. He could not recall how GEORGS 
Da MCHHENSCHILDT gained entry Into the United States. 

He *’as not certain as to whether his own mother helped 
him gain entry or not. HOOKER did remember that 
Gu,CPXLc, DE MO HRENSC HIIDT- was a house gue 3 t at their 
summer residence in Heliport, New York, in the summer 
of 1939- HOOKER mentioned that DE KC HRENSC HIIDT was a 
very popular guest In that he was an excellent conversational!
